The Joint Chiefs of Staff are of the cpinion that, 
in the interests of maximum security end efficiency, 
cryptanalytical activities should be limited to the 
Army, the Navy, and the Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion. 


At present, small cryptanalytical units exist in the 
offices of the Director of Censorhisp,. the Federa:. 
Communications Commission, and the utrector of Strain 
tegic Services. It is also possibie that other 
offices have installed or are contemplating crypt- 
analytical units. 


In the interests of secrecy, eliminati¢n of unnec~ 
essary duplication, and most efficient. use of the 
Limited number of talented personnel skilled in 
cryptanalysis, it is believed that th:s work should 
be controlled and undertaken by a minimum number of 
agencies. As the Army, the Navy, and the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation now have large. organizations 
well equipped and capable of handling the processing 
of all the raw material currently intercepted, the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff recommend that hese activities 
be Limited to the three agencies ment:cned. An 
agreement has been reached with regard, to the allo- 
cation of this work between the Army, the Navy, and 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation. 


Presidential approval of the foregcing is respect- 
fully requested.
